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Another Try at Oil Control 

The drastic reductions made last week in 
the leading buyers’ schedules of prices for 
crude petroleum in the Midcontinent field 
have caused no little consternation in the 
petroleum industry. Behind these reduc- 
tions, which range from 25 to 47 percent 
according to the gravity of the oil, many 
are already seeing a purpose that connotes 
the belief that the efforts to stabilize the 
industry by prorating the production of 
crude petroleum in the larger fields are fu- 
tile. This conclusion is not shared by all 
the leaders of the industry. Some cling to 
the hope that proration can be made effec- 
tive. They have, however, little except 
faith on which to pin their hopes. The re- 
sults of proration certainly have not been 
such as to justify an expectation of effec- 
tiveness. These results have proved that 
proration, taken as a whole, is merely an- 
other form of prohibition that does not 
prohibit. 

When statistical support is sought for 
either side in the latest difference of opin- 
ion in the petroleum industry, the result is 
Worse confusing than that drawn from 
the mingling of hopes and fears that char- 
acterizes the psychological state of the in- 
dustry. Here are some comparisons based 
on records available at the end of 1932 :—

If any reasonable or informative conclu- 
sions can be drawn from those comparisons, 
it must be by some abstruse mathematical 
calculations that would tax even an 
I<instein. 

It might be assumed, by giving certain 
interpretations to the figures above, that the 
troubles of the petroleum industry are by no 
means wholly the result of faults of the 
producers of crude petroleum. If the 
charges, frequently heard, of special dis- 
counts, tax evasion, and other unfair prac- 
tices on the part of the marketing division 
of the industry are true, no small part of 
the fault lies in that division. And it is not 
beyond question that the refining division, 
which has the most eftective potential in- 
fluence in its opportunity to control the 
price of crude and the prices of refinery 
products, is without blame. 

[t is reliably predicted that the consump- 
tion of motor fuel will show a further de- 
cline this year. Unless there is a decided 
improvement in general industry, the mar- 
ket for other refinery products will be far 
from encouraging. MKestraint is rather 
clearly indicated to be most necessary. The 
plan of restraining production of crude pe- 
troleum by cutting posted field prices was 
tried many times before proration was 
undertaken. The results, or rather the lack 
of results, did much to make proration 
popular. The “squeeze play” never worked 
out as planned.

The petroleum industry is not unlike 
many other industries in its troubles and 
with respect to the causes of these troubles. 
Most industries suffer chiefly from too 
much capacity in production, processing,

and distribution, and too much “ambition” 
to restrain themselves in any of these ex- 
It is impossible to restrain one di- 
vision of an industry without restraining all. 
The way to effect successful restraint 
should not, therefore, be difficult to per- 
ceive.

Taxing Interstate Trade 

A correspondent (see page 14) suggests 
consideration by Congress of a Federal tax 
on interstate business. His suggestion pur 
poses a means of controlling production and 
prices more particularly than a substantial 
increasing of government revenue. His tax 
idea has been embodied, in a less elaborate 
form, in a bill recently introduced in Con 
gress, and a Federal tax on the privilege of 
doing an interstate business has been sug: 
gested by a number of members of Con 
gress among the great variety of schemes 
for balancing the Federal budget. 

With respect to the suggestion that gov- 
ernment control of prices and production 
might be effected in a scheme of taxing 
interstate trade, the possibility is rather 
slight. The Supreme Court of the United 
States has frequently declared that the tax- 
ing power cannot be used to effect or to 
cloak regulation which otherwise would be 
illegal. There are rather strict limitations 
to the power of government to control pro- 
duction; although price-fixing has come to 
be regarded, more or less legally, as a 
proper function of the Federal government. 
Detinite proot ot this power is yet to be 
provided by the courts. The question of 
the legality of any control of prices, as well 
as production—even with respect to agri- 
cultural products—is, at best, a moot one. 

The power of Congress to impose a tax 
on interstate commerce has not been defi- 
nitely determined. Paragraph 5 of section 
9 of the Constitution of the United States 
provides as follows: 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported 
from any State. 

This provision has been held by the su- 
preme court not to prevent the imposing 
of a duty on goods imported into Puerto 
Rico from the United States. In this deci- 
sion, the court said that the words, “im- 
port” and “export” when employed in the 
constitution relate to trade between the 
United States and a foreign country and 
were not applicable to trade between the 
United States and Puerto Rico, which is 
not a “foreign country.” This decision, 
however, did not involve a directly applied 
export tax. The question remains as to the 
power of Congress to tax interstate com- 
merce; for Justice Brown, in the decision 
alluded to, said :— 

It is not intended by this opinion to. intimate 
that Congress may lay an export tax upon mer- 
chandise carried from one State to another. While 
this does not seem to be forbidden by the express 
words of the constitution, it would be extremely 
difficult, if not impossible, to lay such a tax with- 
out a violation of the first paragraph of article 
one, section 8, that ‘all duties, imports, and ex- 
cises shall be uniform throughout the United 
States.” There is a wide difference between the 
full and paramount power of Congress in legislat- 
ing for a Territory in the condition of Puerto Rico 
and its power with respect to the States, which is 
merely incidental to its right to regulate interstate 
commerce. The question, however, is not involved 
in this case, and we do not desire to express an 
opinion on it. 


The supreme court’s decision in the 


Puerto Rico import tax case was given by 


a divided bench, the Chief Justice and three 
other justices dissenting. However, the 
majority opinion controls; but that opinion 
did not decide that Congress has the power 
to impose a tax on interstate commerce. 
The wisdom of advocating a tax, the con- 
stitutionality of which is open to question, 
is not clear. There are so many better forms 
of taxation. Moreover, many new ideas 
doubtless will arise before Congress gets 
— to the enactment of a new revenue 
aw. 


Turkey Will Control Opium 

Ratification by Turkey of the three inter- 
national conventions for the suppression of 
the misuse of opium provides a most neces- 
sary and potentially effective element in the 
movement to limit the use of narcotics to 
medical and scientific purposes. It is most 
likely that this step toward actual control 
of the supply of opium at its source will 
speed the ratification of the conventions by 
the leading European nations in which the 
manufacture of opiates and other narcotics 
is of large volume. It has seemed that only 
by cutting off the supply of raw material 
could these five presumably enlightened 
nations be brought into line in the efforts 
to eradicate the narcotic habit. 

The latest of the three antinarcotic con- 
ventions, that signed in Geneva in 1931, is 
patterned, essentially, on the so-called 
“American plan.” This plan has been en- 
couragingly effective in the United States. 
Were it not for the smuggling of European 
narcotics into this country, the control of 
the use of these articles would be almost 
absolute, and the small leaks from legiti- 
mate channels could be promptly stopped. 

It has been difficult for American manu- 
facturers of narcotic drugs and for others 
active in the movement to control the traffic 
in narcotics, as well as for representatives of 
the United States government in the inter- 
national antinarcotic conferences, to recon- 
cile the protestations of representatives of 
certain other nations with the practices 
which their governments permit. It has 
seemed at times, and it has been so charged, 
that the influence of those engaged in the 
manufacture of narcotics has risen above 
regard for human welfare in certain Eu- 
ropean governments. There is no question 
that selfish interests, national as well as in- 
dustrial, have played a large part in pre- 
venting the ratification of the antinarcotic 
conventions. 

Turkey is not the only country in which 
the opium poppy is an important agricul- 
tural item. But, Turkey’s share in the pro- 
duction of opium has been so large that the 
restriction of poppy cultivation to the needs 
authorized by the international conventions 
will substantially curtail the supply of 
opium for other purposes. This curtail- 
ment will not equally affect all the Eu- 
ropean countries which are large manufac- 
turers of opiates, and a new element of sel- 
fish interests will be set up. ‘This may re- 
sult in a breaking of the ranks of the coun- 
tries which have withheld their ratification 
of the antinarcotic conventions, and add to 
the weight of the official sentiment in sup- 
port of these agreements. In such an event, 
it is doubtful that any one or two countries 
could afford to stand alone in at least tacit 
approval of illicit trafficking in narcotics. 
There is some hope, then, that the effectual 
control of the narcotic traffic is imminent; 
although there are still the resources of syn- 
thetic chemistry to be dealt with. 
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Linseed Oil Duty Is 


Discussed at Hearing 


Tariff Board Hears That Present 
Rate Barely Protects 
Crushers in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16, 1933, 


The present linseed oil duty of 4.5 
cents per pound is barely enough to 
protect domestic crushers, and foreign 
oil is constantly threatening to enter 
over the tariff wall, domestic flaxseed 
interests told the United States Tariff 
Commission today at a hearing in the 
commission's investigation of the lin- 
seed oil duty. 

Importers offered no testimony, but 


Kemper Simpson, New York, who ex- 
plained that he appeared as the per- 
sonal representative of the president 
of the Dutch Linseed Oil Crushers As- 
sociation, made some observations on 
various features of the case. 
Flax growers of the Northwest 
represented by Alva H. Benton, of the 
North Dakota Agricultural College, 
who read a statement he said was pre- 
pared jointly by the heads of the agri- 
culture schools of North Dakota, Min- 
nesota, and Montana. These States 
and South Dakota, he said, produce 90 
percent of the flaxseed grown in the 
United States, and in recent years this 
has meant 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 acres 
and 20,000,000 bushels, but at present 
is only about half this, with farmers 
receiving $13,243,000 for their seed in 
1931 and $9,500,000 in 1932, as compared 
with $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 a few 
years ago. In addition to its cash 
value, he said, the growing of flax is 
necessary for diversified farming and 
is a substitute for wheat, of which 
there is an over-production. 
Depreciation of foreign currencies 
gives importers an advantage and 
makes it imperative that there be no 
reduction in the linseed oil duty at 
present, he said. Mr. Benton objected 
to the use of invoice prices as indica- 
tive of foreign costs at the present time

gold standard the danger from depre- 
ciated currency seemed remote. To 
this Mr. Craig replied that depre- 
ciated currencies make it difficult to 
sell linseed cake abroad and also make 
it difficult for Holland to sell cake, 
and as oil is a by-product of the 
Dutch crushers they are apt to sell oil 
in the United States at any figure in 
order to make up for losses in the 
sale of cake. He asked that the com- 
mission consider Holland as the prin- 
cipal competing country because that 
country is exerting the most pressure 
to import through low quotations and 
is the greatest potential competitor, 
declaring that imports of oil are so 
small that they do not properly indi- 
cate the chief competing country. 

Others who appeared for the domes- 
tic industry, but who offered no testi- 
mony were James S. Milloy, farm edi- 
tor of the Minneapolis Tribune; W. 
Bruce Silcox of the University Farm, 
St. Paul; H. A. Gardner for the tariff

und Thomas L. Daniels, of the Archer- 
Daniels- Midland Linseed Company, 
Minneapolis. 


Dutch Crushers Refused Books 


Kemper Simpson explained that the 
Dutch linseed crushers refused to open 
their books to the commission’s cost 
accountants and voted not to take part 
in this investigation because during the 
previous linseed oil inquiry, from 1923 
to 1928, they co-operated and the com- 
mission recommended a decrease in 
duty, but President Coolidge refused 
to act on this recommendation and sent 
it back to the commission for further 
study, which finally resulted in an in- 
creased duty. 

His studies of farm tariffs, Mr. Simp- 
son told the commission, led him to 
the conclusion that an increase of farm 
uneconomically expands acre- 
age and results in a decreased vield 
per acre and Department of Agricul- 
ture figures show this to be true of 
flaxseed during the past thirty years. 
He said every increase in the duty on 
flaxseed has been followed by a de- 
crease in yield per acre. 

The duty on linseed oil does not help 
the flax growers, Mr. Simpson said, as 
the competition is between Dutch oil 
and Argentine seed crushed here. He 
insisted that the Atlantic Coast is the 
principal competing market to be con- 
sidered by the commission in finding 
comparative costs. 

The commission began an investiga- 
tion on both the flaxseed and linseed 
oil duties in June, 1931, and in June, 
1932, the Senate directed the commis- 
sion to investigate the linseed oil duty. 
Later the flaxseed part of the study 
Was dropped.

British Dyestuffs Act 
Continued Over 1933 


Compromise Between Three- Y ear 
Extension and Lapse Voted 
By Parliament 


For the third year in succession the 
British dyestuffs import regulation act 
of 1920 has been included in the annual 
routine expiring laws continuance act, 
which pussed through the final parlia- 


mentary stages just before’ Parlia- 
ment adjourned for the Christmas re- 
cess. The dyestuffs act will accord- 
ingly remain in force during the year 
1933 on the same basis as in 1932. 
The government's decision to con- 
tinue the operation of the act for an- 


other year in this way represents, ac- 
cording to information received by the 
Department of Commerce from the 
trade commissioner at London, a com- 
promise between the majority report 
of the Dyestuffs Industry Development 
Committee, which recommended a con- 


tinuation for three years, and the mi- 
nority recommendation of the repre- 
sentatives of the Colour Users’ Asso- 


ciation on the committee, who advised 
that the act should be allowed to lapse 
at the end of 1932. 

During the parliamentary discussion 
on the subject it was stated on be- 
half of the government that the Im- 
port Duties Advisory Committee would 
be asked to inquire into the whole cir- 
cumstances of the dye industry and 
make its recommendations as to the 
course to be followed after the present 


year’s extension had expired. It was 
also stated, however, that any recom- 
mendations thus made would be sub- 


the Committee of Imperial 
Defence to determine how the essen- 
tial interests of the defence of the 
country would be affected by them. 

Considerable Opposition to the contin- 
uation of the act was expressed during 
the debate in the House of Commons, 
but a motion that would have allowed 
the act to lapse at the end of 1932 was 
defeated by 196 votes to 59. The oppo- 
sition was based largely on the grounds 
that the act had already accomplished 
its purpose and that the industry was 
no longer in need of the protection it 
afforded, which reacted adversely on 
the interests of dye users. It was 
pointed out that prices had been sub- 
stantially increased since the formation 
of the international dye cartel early in 
1932, and it was claimed that British 
users were unable to obtain competi- 
tive quotations from the foreign 
makers, 


Industrial Consolidation 


In its review of developments during 
1932 the majority report of the Dye- 
stuffs Industry Development Commit- 
tee refers to the consolidation of the 
industry in recent years and states 
that the greater part of it is now un- 
der the. control of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd. It points out, however, 
that there are some thirteen other firms 


mitted to 


whose contribution to the output is 
very valuable in the manufacture of 
special products which are not other- 
wise available from British sources, 
It also describes the formation of the 
international cartel by agreement be- 
tween Imperial Chemical Industries, 
Ltd., the I. G. Farbenindustrie A.G. 
(Germany), the Society of Chemical 


Industry, the Geigy Colour Company, 
the Sandoz Chemical Company (Swit- 
zerland), and the Nationale de Matieres 
Colorantes (France). 

It is stated that the terms this 
agreement have not been disclosed, but 
that the committee had been in- 
formed by a representative of Im- 
perial Chemical Industries that it does 
not contain any provisions which 
would impede or restrict the technical 
or scientific development of any of the 
companies concerned. The committee 
was also informed that the agreement 
does not comprise any selling price 
arrangements, and does not impose any 
limitation of the ability of British color 
users to obtain new products of foreign 
manufacture. The report further states 
that the main object of the agreement 
was an endeavor on the part of the 
firms concerned to stabilize their share 
of the world trade in dyestuffs.

Paper Industry, in New York, Febru- 
ary 13. 

E. O. Whittier, who led the discus- 
sion, recommended that grades of ca- 


sein for paper coating be based on the 
following factors, in the order named: 
appearance, fineness, solubility, adhe- 
sive strength, foaming index, and dis- 
tribution characteristics. He recom- 
mended dropping consideration of 
moisture content, viscosity, alkali con- 
tent, free acid, total acid, nitrogen, ash, 
and fat content. He said that tests for 
these are valuable for control of manu- 


facture but not for use in coating 
paper.

Proprietary Ass’n Furthers 
Drug Counterfeiting Laws 


Approval of the Copeland bill for a 
Federal law prohibiting and severely 
punishing the counterfeiting of the 


packages of drug products was viven 
by the executive committee of the Pro- 
prietary Association in a meeting held 
in this city January 13. The commit- 
tee was of the belief that a Federal 
law would be so limited in its applica- 
tion as to afford inadequate protection, 
and that. therefore, drastic State laws 
will be necessary to combat the grow- 
ing practice of drug counterfeiting. 
Several drafts of a model for State 
drug counterfeiting laws were studied 


by the committee, and a number of

Turkey Ratifies 
Opium Treaties 


Adherence to International Pacts 
Marks Beginning of 


Strict Control 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18, 1933. 


Grand National Asembly 
Turkey has voted adherence to the 
three international treaties for sup- 
pression of the illicit opium traffic, the 
Department of State has been advised. 
This action is seen as the beginning 
of a period of more complete inter- 
national control of the opium trade 
than has ever been possible. The 
treaties are the Hague convention of 
1912 with its protocol of 1914, the 
Geneva convention of 1925, and the 
Geneva convention of 1931. Because 
Turkey had never ratified the two 
earlier treaties dealing with the dis- 
tribution of narcotics, there was a 
general belief that she would not 
ratify the 1931 convention which calls 
for rigid control in every country. 
Deposit of the Turkish ratification 
will bring to ten the number of coun- 
tries participating in the 1931 pact. 
The five large manufacturing nations 
of Europe, England, France, Holland, 
Germany, and Switzerland, have been 
considering ratifying simultaneously, 
but have not yet done so. 
Ratification of the treaties is ap- 
parently part of a movement in Tur- 
key to take drastic action regarding 
the opium trade. A law passed last 
Spring provides for setting up a State 
monopoly for the purchase of crude 
opium from the poppy farmers, but it 
was the prevailing opinion that this 
law would not be put into effect on its 
scheduled date, Aprl, 1933. Current 
discussion among opium dealers, ac- 
cording to reports, indicates, however, 
that the State monopoly may be set 
up in the Spring and free trading in 
opium prohibited. The current large 
overproduction and excess stocks is 
also a factor in the situation. There 
are also suggestions that opium addic- 
tion is increasing in Turkey, and that

the government is much concerned 
over this. 
Ratification of the treaties is one 


of the steps in the government’s opium 
policy as outlined at a meeting of the 
cabinet December 25. This program 
was announced to the press as fol-

‘Buy hina) Policy 
Adopted in House Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19, 1933. 


A “Buy American” policy for the 
Federal government was approved by 


the House of Represetnatives today in 
passing a bill requiring that only goods 
produced in the United States or man- 
ufactured from products of the United 
States be purchased by the government 
or used in the construction of govern- 
ment buildings projects. Exceptions are 
made for material for experimental 
work, materials of a class or kind not 
produced in the United States, or un- 
less adherence to this policy is incon- 


sistent with the public interest or in- 
volves an unreasonable additional cost. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. In 


recent vears appropriation bills for the 
Army and Navy have contained similar 
provisions, but this bill would be per- 
manent law and would apply to all 
agencies of the Federal government.

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Cosach Dissolution 
Reasons Are Stated 


Chilean President Says Creative 
Law Was Violated in 


Organization 
The text of the decree issued by 
President Alessandri of Chile, January 


2, dissovling the Compania de Salitre 


de Chile, the government nitrate mo- 
nopoly known as Cosach, was received 
here today. 

The decree, together with a preamble, 
is quite lengthy, and in it the president 
sets forth the proposition that the law 
of July 21, 1930, which authorized the 
formation of Cosach, has been violated: 
that modifications contrary to the lan- 
guage and spirit of the law were in- 
troduced by subsequent decrees and hy 
the company’s by-laws: and. that 
therefore the final approval of Cosach 
was improperly granted. 

Aureliano Burr, former manager of 
the Central Bank of Chile, was named 


liquidator to represent the govern- 
ment, and the supreme court named 
Jorge Matte Gormaz liquidator on its 
part; holders of class B shares were 
also directed to appoint a liquidator. 
The committee of liquidators is to 


have all the powers of the directors in 
continuing the business of the com- 
pany until it is liquidated, and during 
this period the company is not to he 
placed in bankruptcy, and creditors are 
not to take action against it. 


Text of the Decree 


The English translation of the official 
decree dissovling the Cosach organizi - 
tion is as follows:— 

No. 1—-Whereas :— 

1. Law No. 4863 of July 21, 1930 
authorized the President of the Republic. 
in representation of the government, to 
appear in the formation of a corporation 
to be called the Cia. de Salitre de Chile 
the incorporation, object, financing, dis- 
solution and liquidation of which would 
be governed by the provisions of that law 
and of those provided for said class of 


companies insofar as not contrary to or 
incompatible with those contained in the 
said law; 


2. 3y Decree with force of law No. 12 


of February 24, 1931, enacted in the ex- 
ercise of the special powers granted to 
the Executive by Law No. $945, sub- 
stantial modifications were made in Law 
No. 4863 referred to in the previous 
paragraph ; 

3. The by-laws of the Cia. de Salitre 
de Chile were approved and the existence 
of the corporation was authorized by su- 
preme decree No. 2100 of March 20, 1931 
and the corporation was declared | to be 
legally organized by supreme decree No. 
2827 of April 22, 1931; 

4. The articles of agreement as a whole 
reflect that the purposes and fundamental! 
conditions of said law No. 4863, as set 
forth expressly and unequivocally in the 
text of this law, in the message with 
which the Executive submitted to the Na- 
tional Congress the respective bill and 
the understanding under which both 
branches of Congress approved it were not 
complied with ; 

5. In fact, it is to be pointed ont that 
the provisions of the law provided that 
the value of the contributions of private 
parties may not be in excess of 1,500,000,- 
000 pesos and in spite of this prohibition, 
the formation of the corporation was au- 
thorized on such conditions that the con- 
tribution of private parties exceeds, by 
more than 400,000,000 pesos, the maxi- 
mum authorized by law, whereby the 
equality between the government and 
private parties, which is one of the funda- 
mental bases of Law No. 4863, was de- 
stroyed. 

6. One of the fundamental provisions 
of the organic law of the Cia. de Salitre 
de Chile is likewise changed in the part 
relative to the conditions for the con- 
tribution of the nitrate reserves of the gov- 
ernment, because whereas Article eleven 
of said law provides that “the govern- 
ment shall grant to the company for ex- 
ploitation the nitrate deposits constitut- 


ing the fiscal reserves and shall deliver 
them as the company may need and re- 
quest them,’ which latter terms do not 


leave to the exclusive will of the company 
the delivery of the government nitrate 
wealth, but leave it subject to a quali- 
fication which, in each case, shall be made 
by the government and the company, 
Article 8 of the by-!aws inserted in public 
deed dated March 20, 1931, executed be- 
fore the Valparaiso notary Salvador Al- 
lende provides that “the government shal] 
grant to the company for exploitation the 
nitrate deposits constituting the fiscal re- 
serves,”’ and it adds that “these deposits 
may be worked by the company or by 
the subsidiary companies, while they re- 
main such subsidiaries, and the govern- 
ment shall deliver them upon the request 
of the company as it or the subsidiary 
companies need them for the purpose of 
working them or of preparing them for 
operation,” which latter provision elim- 
inates the reason of necessity qualified 
by both parties which, according to the 
law, should justify the delivery, and which 
besides, leaves it to the exclusive will of 
the company to demand their delivery, 
adding that such delivery shall be made 
not only when the company or its sub- 
sidiaries may require them for operation, 
but also when they should allege that 
they wish to prepare them for operation : 
whereby the legal status in which the law 


intended to leave all of the government 
nitrate wealth was fundamentally 
changed: 7 

7. Article 19 of Law No, 4863 provides 


in positive and categorical terms that “the 
administration shall rest exclusively with 


the Board of Directors’’ of the corpora- 
tion and further sets forth its powers: 
but neither this provision nor any other 


authorizes it to delegate its powers either 
in whole or in part by transferring to 
third parties its powers and responsibili-

Heavy Chemicals 


Keen Competition Causes Reduction in Powdered 
Soda Bisulphite--Soda Silicofluoride Lower--Acetic 
Acid Firm -- Anhydrous Tin Tetrachloride Easier 


A slight upturn was evident in the 
buying of industrial chemicals during 
the week just ended. This broadening 
in demand could be explained by the 
replacement of stocks on the part of 
miscellaneous consumers who were 
forestalling the replenishing of year- 
end inventories until such needs be- 
came imperative. Also, the prepara- 
tions for forthcoming seasonal opera- 
tions in certain industries resulted in 
a more active inquiry relative to fu- 
ture shipments of some commodities. 
Changes in the market included a low- 
ering of the quotations for soda _ bi- 


sulphite and soda silicofluoride. 
Lowering of the quotations for soda 
hbisulphite was caused by the severity 
of the competition with the importers. 
Decline in the value was confined to 
the powdered miuterial. Slow charac-

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Casein Grading Plans 
Are Being Considered

Possible Foaming Causes 


Foaming, Mr. Whittier explained, is 
the most objectionable characteristic of 
casein from the standpoint of the paper 
coater, but its basic causes are un- 
known S. W. MeFail, of the Oxford 
Paper Company, explained the method 
he devised for determining the foaming 
index of a sample of casein, and S. P. 
Gould, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture laboratories, demonstrated the 
method and also a method of coating 
paper samples and_ recording the 
amount of foam photographically. 

Mr. Whittier stated that the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry has made samples 
of casein from the milk of herds of 
different breeds of cows and found that 
the foaming characteristics of the two 
caseins were markedly different, and he 
said he believed that this would be true 
of casein from the milk of different 
individual cows if the milk could be 
traced back that far. Temperature of 
the milk at the moment of precipita- 
tion and the speed of agitation during 
the process are factors in the foaming 
characteristics, he believes, and he ad- 
vanced the theory that foaming is 
caused by precipitation into molecular 
fineness, and that these extremely fine 
particles might be removed by wash- 
ing. 


Effects of Mixing 


He said tests of mixing caseins 
showed that mixing a non-foaming 
casein with a high-foaming casein did 
not give a medium-foaming casein, but 
the mixture had very low foaming 
characteristics, and often a mixture has 
a lower foaming index than either of 
its constituents. From this he concluded 
that the non-foaming quality of Argen- 
tine casein is due to extensive mixing 
of the products of many plants, and 
he recommended that the same prac- 
tice be followed in this country. 

Dr. R. W. Bell of the Bureau's lab- 
oratories commented on the increased 
quality of domestic casein in recent 
years, but warned producers that other 
substances, such as glue or soybean 
protein, might displace casein as a 
paper coating. 

In the afternoon the party, which 
numbered close to fifty, visited the 
paper and other laboratories of the 
Bureau of Standards, and at noon Dr. 
L. A. Rogers, who is in charge of 
the dairy research laboratories, took 
advantage of the occasion to stage a 
demonstration luncheon for the visi- 
tors. The luncheon included a number 
of dairy food products which were 
made by improved methods developed 
in the laboratories and certain other 
food products in which dairy prod- 
ucts were incorporated to improve their 
nutritive value. 


Radium-Bearing Ore in 
Canada to Be Developed 


Development of radium-bearing ore 
deposits in several different districts 
of Canada on an active scale has been 
indicated as probable within the next 
few months, according to advices from 
Alberta and British Columbia, in both 
of which ‘provinces companies have 
been organized for the undertakings. 

The Consolidated Mining & Smelt- 
ing Company of Canada will investi- 
gate radium-bearing ores on Quadra 
Island on the west coast of British Co- 
lumbia under an agreement with 
Radium Explorers, Inec., a group of 
Vancouver business men, which holds 
the property. The radio active body 
was accidentally discovered about two 
years ago by photography. The matrix 
is carnotite and assays at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, Vancouver, 
and the Department of Mines labora- 
tories, Ottawa, are stated to have 
shown around 30 percent uranium ox- 
ide and 20 percent vanadium oxide. 
The carnotite occurs with copper, re- 
ported to be present in commercial 
quantities. 

The extent or importance of the find 
of radium, which is on the Gowland 
harbor front, 110 miles northwest of 
Vancouver, is not known, although an 
electroscope survey was made of a 
portion of the property during the 
past summer. 

The North West Radium Minerals, 
Ltd., has been incorporated under an 
Alberta charter with head office at 
Edson, Alberta, with a capitalization of 
1,200 no-par shares. It will operate in 
the pitchblende area of the Great Bear 
Lake district.

Domestic Flaxseed Prices Weaken with Outside 
Markets--Cash Offerings Larger Than Expected but 
Well Absorbed--Buenos Aires Steady--Oil Reduced 


The trend of flaxseed prices in do- 
mestic markets was generally down- 
ward last week, although daily fluctua- 
tions were within moderate limits. 
Grain displayed weakness at times, 
however, and this caused more or 
selling of flaxseed futures. On declines 
there was support from crushers and 
cash interests, but buying was not of 
an aggressive character. 

Cash premiums were 
maintained. Offerings 
than expected, but were well absorbed 
by shippers. Demand for cash 
from crushers was less in evidence, the 
diminished call being taken as an indi- 
cation of some curtailment of new 
business in linseed oil. 

There were no arrivals of flaxseed at 
this port last week from Argentina. 
Since January 1 the arrivals have 
amounted to only 36,203 bushels, or 
about 230,000 bushels less than in the 
same time last season. Shipments of 
seed from India to the United Kingdom 
and the Continent thus far this season 
show a decrease of about 1,700,000 
bushels, as compared with the same 
time last season.

The edge is off of the demand for local 
flaxseed offerings but diversion point 
buyers are now more aggressive gain 
and there is no lack of outlet for good 
seed, Offerings are fair, heavier than 
anticipated at this time, but they are 
taken care of promptly. Lack of fresh 
linseed oil business quieted the local de

Most of the seed arriving in this market 
at present comes from Minnesota and 
North Dakota territory.

South Dakota 
is shipping in moderate volume and the 
bulk of the supply coming from that state 
is very thin and low in oil test.

duction been reduced by an appreci- 
able drop in the prices paid for raw 
material, the price cutting featuring 
the market for some weeks might have 
been justified on that ground. How- 
ever, raw material costs are virtually 
unchanged. Demand for the article is 
low and small enough to prevent the 
building of a large volume of business 
on the basis of a very small profit. 
Nevertheless, powerful interests con- 
tend in the market and the buyers 
benefit, if no one else does. 


Potash guaiacolsulphonate has come 
in for a sharp expansion in consuming 
demand.

Stocks have been kept down purposely, 
and it is safe to say that during the 
collection season ahead little attempt 
to replenish short items in liberal fash- 
ion will be made. The present situa- 
tion is likely to continue until such 
time as actual need of consumers shall 
force on dealers the purchase of larger 


reserve stocks. At this time no such 
need exists. 

Seasonable items have moved fairly 
well, yet in such materials the total 


volume of business done has been dis- 
appointing. From the standpoint of 
profits it has been highly unsatisfac- 
tory. Even such items as wild cherry, 
white pine, squill, sassafras, elm, ipe- 
ecac and the like have not reached a 
sales volume in keeping with the hopes 
and expectations of even conservative 
dealers.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Conditions prevailing in Southern 
markets last week were generally sim- 
ilar to those noted in the previous 
week. There was apparently no broad- 
ening of business in meal or cake so 
far as spot transactions were con- 
cerned. The Memphis market for meal 
futures was fairly active but consuming 
trade was generally of the same con- 
cervative character noted in recent 
preceding weeks. 

The movement of meal into consum- 
ing channels in the feed trade thus 
far this season has on the whole been 
disappointing as the weather in some 
sections has been unseasonably mild. 
Moreover, other kinds of seed are in 
liberal supply and still available at 
unusually low prices, and cottonseed 
meal has been faced with keen com- 
petition. There have been predictions 
recently of an increase in the use of 
cottonseed meal in the fertilizer indus- 
try during the coming season, but 
opinions as to the probable consump- 
tion in this field are conflicting owing 
to uncertainty as to acreage due to the 
movement to bring about a curtailment 
through legislative and other methods. 

The movement of seed was reported 
as light and there was no pressure of 
offerings of products. Stocks at the 
mills in some sections are said to be 
comparatively light, although supplies 
in the cotton belt states, according to 
recent official statistics, are larger in 
the aggregate than at this time last 
season. In the Southeast 7 percent 
meal was quoted at $14 to $14.50 per 
ton, with the figures apparently more 
or less nominal. In the Valley 41 per- 
cent meal was quoted at $11 to $11.50 
per ton.

In discussing the prices received by 
southern farmers for their cotton and 
other crops and the possible effect of 
such prices upon the next cotton acre- 
age, the New York Cotton Exchange in 
a recent statement said:—‘The average 
August-December farm price of cotton 
this season was 6.28 cents as against a 
fall price of 5.82 last season and 9.76 
two seasons ago. In other words, the 
average price received by farmers for 
cotton during this past fall was 0.46 
cents above the fall price last season, 
but 3.49 cents below two seusons ago. 
Last year, acreage was reduced 7.2 per- 
cent and two years ago 10.6 percent. 
Accordingly, if one considered simply 
absolute prices of cotton, it would ap- 
pear as if there were little incentive 
for an appreciable change in acreage 


in either direction this year. Allow- 
ance for prices of alternative crops, 
however, modifies the picture. Last 
fall the index of farm products prices 
averaged 47.4 as against 59.4 in the fall 
of 1931 and 81.4 in 1930. Using this 


index to deflate fall cotton prices, it is 


found that the average deflated farm 
cotton price last fall was 13.25 as 





against 9.80 in the fall of 1931, and 11.99 
in 1930. Hence, the deflated price of 
cotton last fall was 3.45 cents above 


that in the fall of 1931 and 1.26 cents 
above 1930. The deflated price of cot- 
ton is higher than two years ago, al- 
though the absolute price of cotton is 
lower, because farm products as Aa 
group have declined much more than

N. Y. Paint Technicians 
Discuss Free Formulas 


The January dinner-meeting of the 
New York Paint & Varnish Production 
Club was held, January 19, at the 
Western Universities Club, this city. 
The meeting was featured by a discus- 
sion of widespread distribution of 
paint-making formulas practiced by 
suppliers of paint raw materials. This 
problem was first introduced before the 
club at its December meeting and 
Henry Gilbert, of the Capitol Paint & 
Varnish Company, was later appointed 
chairman of a committee to recom- 
mend what steps the club might take 
to eliminate it.

pharmacal group. for consideration; 
and asked manufacturers to print the 
suggested retail price of their products 
on all packages and in their advertis- 
ing material. 

Joseph J. Hammer, attorney for the 
conference, addressed the convention 
on plans for easing the credit situa- 
tion and suggesting the formation of a 
credit board composed of representa- 
tives of manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and retailers, to solve retailers’ credit 
problems. His plans will be consid- 
ered by the executive committee. 

Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, Health Com- 
missioner of New York city, was the 
guest of honor at the annual banquet 
which closed the convention. In his 
address, Dr. Wynne referred to 
changes which would be made in the 
sanitary code of the city during the 
year.

Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—The cut in tankcar prices 
for U. S. motor and trade-mark gaso- 
line at local refineries on January 10 
did not halt the weakness in this mar- 
ket. Last week considerable shading 
below the posted prices of 5%c. per 
gallon for U. S. motor below 65 octane 
and 5%e. per gallon for branded quali- 
ties was reported. Jobbers were hesi- 
tant buyers, particularly in the latter 
part of the week, after the cuts in 
crude oil prices had been made in the 
Midcontinent. Further exemplifying 
the upset condition of the market, lead- 
ing marketers in the New England and 
Atlantic Coast territories raised their 
discount allowances on sales to com- 
mercial buyers last week. Quotations 
for 64-66 375 e.p. gasoline for export at 
the U. S. Gulf were reduced %c. per 
gallon last week to the basis of 37%c. 
per gallon. Other grades were un- 
changed at 3%c. per gallon for U. 5S. 
motor; 35c. per gallon for 60-62, 400 
e.p., and 3%c. per gallon for 60-62, 390 
€.p. 

Kerosene.—The demand managed to 
hold its own with a week ago, but 
activity at refineries was not so heavy 
as in the earlier part of the month. 
The price situation at the local refin- 
eries was a steady one, with 54c. per 
gallon named for 41-43 water white 
material at the refineries, the same fig- 
ure that is quoted for U. S. motor gas- 
oline. Quotations at Pennsylvania re- 
fineries eased over the week, with 45¢c.

Refinery gasolines leaned toward firm- 


ness and higher prices during the latter 
part of the preceding week on diminished 
offerings, coupled with increased -pur- 
chases on Monday of the current week 
However, spot buying immediately dried 
up following announcements on Tuesday 
of a general crude price reduction and 
prices softened. 

Light and heavy heating oils were 


sluggish and lower in price, under the in- 
fluence of continued mild weather con- 
ditions in the upper and lower Missouri 
valley regions. Distillates, furnace oils, 
zero gas oils and high gravity zero re- 
finery and crude-fuel oils were available 
at lower levels on increased offerings and 
light buying. 

Delayed replacement buying of low oc- 
tane US motor gasoline, usually notice- 
able immediately following year-end in- 
ventories, began to come into the mar- 
ket in large volume during the early part 
of the week and while’ temporarily 
checked by tankwagon cuts and crude 
slashes, no drastic declines in spot quota- 
tions were expected. The higher grav- 
ities and octane grades were also higher 
sympathetically. 

A sizeable export order for higher 
vapor pressure natural gasolines during 
the preceding week, placed this group of 
products in an excellent position, tech- 
nically, and prices were generally reported 
as being steady to slightly higher in the 
face of the general crude slash. The 
lower vapor grades continue to be freely 
purchased by northern jobbers and prices 
remain steady. 

Trading in light and heavy cleaners’ 
naphthas, solvents, spirits, hydrocarbon 
gases and kindred products continued to 
drift along in about the same sluggish 
manner that has existed during the past 
several months. Spot offerings were gen- 
erally reported as being light and quota- 
tions unaffected by lower crude price 
schedules. 

The spot demand for kerosenes tapered 
off following continued mild weather con- 
ditions and prices slumped ke. to ec. 
per gallon as compared with the preced- 
ing week’s range. Market observers pre- 
dict that the higher prices prevailing for 
this product compared with the low oc- 
tane gasolines is artificial and that still 
lower levels would be in line. 

There was also a sharp decline in the 
spot demand for the better grades of dis- 
tillates, furnace oils and zero gas oils 
used for domestic heating purposes, with 
prices slipping off slightly. Distributors 
and consumers have discontinued pur- 
chasing these products in excess of their 
current requirements on grounds that 
prices are high and should gradually 
drift lower over the balance of the so- 
called burning season. 

Buying of the better 
finery high gravity, zero cold test, fuel 
oils, generally used for heating purposes 
was slow and prices again drifted slightly 
lower. The zero cold test, crude fuels 
were also sluggish with lower quotations 
prevailing.

Uncertainty as to the outcome of 
proposed legislation affecting linseed 
oil and other vegetable products 
through an increase in the duty also 
had a tendency to make buyers of lin- 
sed oil hold off.
